WOOD 
GETS 
INTO 
ANOTHER ROW 


W A SH IN G T O N , D. C., April 6.— 
Following his controversy \vith Capt. 
Koehler. Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, 
commanding the Philippine division, 
has preferred charges of using disre­ 
spectful language against F. S. Cairns, 
en employe of the civil government of 
the Philippines, and the 
Philippine 
commission is now engaged in the 
effort to get at the merits of the dis­ 
pute. 
Cairns was an employe of the civil 
government in Cuba during the period 
of American occupation while 
Gen. 
Wood was military governor. He had 
the reputation of being an expert in 
the investigation of accounts. 
In tile 
cour-e of his work in Cuba Cairns 
came in contact with Gen. Wood and 
some friction followed. 
Cairns was 
transferred to the Philippine service, 
where he has been on duty as one of 
the inspectors in the customs service. 
When Gen. Corbin, then in com­ 
mand of the Philippine division, or­ 
dered an injuiry into charges of gross 
irregularities in connection with the 
making of furniture for offices, Cairns 
was detailed temporarily as an em­ 
ploye of the quartermaster’s depart­ 
ment to investigate these charges. 
It 
is believed that the trouble between 
Gen. Wood and Cairns arose as an 
incident to the inquiry. 
Cairns, being an employe of the 
civil government and not subject to 
a courtmartial, can be prosecuted only 
before the civil government.
